| OD, whoſe judgments are un- 
ſearchable and his ways paſt find- 
ing out, the habitation of whoſe thrpne 
is righteouſneſs and judgment, though 
1 clouds 
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clouds and darkneſs are round about 
him, who moves in a myſterious way 
to perform his mighty wonders, who 
governs among the armies of heaven, 
and rules among the inhabitants of the 
earth, who works according to the good 
pleaſure of his ſovereign will, has been 
pleaſed to remove from his church mi- 
litant one of her brighteſt ornaments,

Selina's gone! the happy ſpirit's fled! 
Selina's gone! ſhe's number'd with the dead ! 
The battle's fought; the victory is won; 
Selina's gone t' receive th* immortal crown. 


To fpeak of her as ſhe merits to be 
ſpoken of, requires brighter abilities 
than I poſſeſs ; nevertheleſs, flender as 
they are, I attempt this as a proof and 
: teſtimony of affection and love, and as a 
token of reſpe& due to her memory.

Thoſe who knew her beſt, are the beſt 
able to ſpeak her worth ; but thus much 
all muſt allow, there never was her 
equal in a woman before; and what God 
can effect for his church now ſhe's re- 
moved, muſt be left to him, who does 
all things well. It is ſaid, ** not many 


mighty, not many noble are called ;” 


but, bleſſed be God, there are ſome, and 
Lady Huntingdon was of this bleſſed 
number; grace, ſovereign, diſtinguiſh- 
ing grace reached her heart ; ſhe bowed 
to the ſceptre of redeeming love, and 
was taught by the Spirit's teaching to 
ſay: 


O! to grace how great a debtor 
Daily I'm conſtrain'd to be. 


The work God had appointed her to 
do was truly great, and attended with 
uncommon trials and difficulties; but, 
ſupported by him who has ſaid, My 


grace 
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grace is ſuſſicient for thee, and rf 
ſtrength ſhall be made perfect in thy 
weakneſs,” ſhe proved faithful to death, 
and is now gone to receive the eternal 
reward, not as a reward of merit, but 
of ſovereign grace. With an heroic 
Paul, having death in view, ſhe could 
triumph and fey, * I have fought the 
good fight, I have finiſhed my courſe, 
I have kept the faith ;*”” and, what 
awaits me now? A crown of righteouſ- 
neſs, which God the righteous judge 
ſhall .give me at that day: and not to. 
me-only, but unto all them that love 
his appearing. - 


In order to improve this affecting 
providence, 1 ſhall endeavor, under the 
influence of divine grace, to conſider:

Secondly, What conſiderations cauſe 
the ſaints to triumph with death in 
their view : 


1. Their victory is complete“ I 
have fought the _ and have ob- 
tained the victory; I have ran the 
race, and am now arrived at the goal. 
I have kept that which was given to 
me, according to the meaſure of grace | 
afforded me. And now, 


2. Their views are bright ; heaven 
is in view; the crown is at the end of 
the way, and for me laid up, for me, 1s 

the dying language of the dying ſaint. 
But to return to the firſt head of our 
diſcourſe, and to enquire 
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Who are to be conſidered as faints 
in the ſcripture acceptation of the 
word. 


1. Saints are elect, according to the 
foreknowledge of God the Father, 


through ſanctification of the Spirit, 


unto obedience, and ſprinkling of the 
blood of Jeſus Chriſt, agreeable to holy 
Peter's language, 1 ep. of Peter, ch. i. 
ver. 2. And again in the ſecond chap- 
ter and gth verſe, Ye are a choſen 
generation, a royal prieſthood, an holy 
nation, a peculiar people; that ye ſhould 
ſhew forth the praiſes of him who hath 
called you out of darkneſs into his mar- 
vellous light.” God, when he ſpeaks 
of his ſaints, ſays concerning them

« they were made willing in the day 
of his power,” Pſalin cx. 3.; and, be- 


ing made willing by — br] : 
of God, renouncing all dependence | 


upon any} thing of their own, they 
were brought to taſte the ineffable 
pleaſure of being everlaſtingly and com- 
pletely 1 ſaved by the ſovereign grace of 
God 1 in Chriſt Jeſus.

wickedneſs in high places:“ and as his 
enemies are ſpiritual, ſo his weapons are 


ſpiritual. The champion Paul tells the 
Corinthians, in his ſecond Epiſtle, chap. 
x. 3 4, 5+, that we do not war after the 
fleſh. *+ For the weapons of our warfare 
are not carnal, but mighty, through God, 
to the pulling down of ſtrong- holds; 
caſting down imaginations, and every 
high thing that exalteth itſelf againſt 
the knowledge of God; and bringing 
into captivity every thought to the 
obedience of Chriſt.” The; chriſtian's 
warfare. is alſo ſpititual; and at laſt, 
bleſſed be God, he'll rejoice in a ſpiri> 
tual and eternal victory.

In 
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In order to fight the Lord's battles it 
is neceſſary that ſaints ſhould be men 
and women of courage. Paul was ſo 
ſenſible of this, that he addreſſes Timo- 
thy, in the ſecond chapter of his ſecond 
Epiſtle, iſt and 3d verſe; thus, Thon 
therefore, my ſon, be ſtrong in the 


grace that is in Chriſt Jeſus, endure 


hardneſs as a good ſoldier of Jeſus 
Chriſt.” And again, in his firſt. Epiſtle, 
_ Chap. vi. 12., Fight the good fight of 
faith, lay hold 'on eternal life.” Now 
theſe are the admonitions of a ſoldier, 
whoſe, garments had been rolled in 
blood in his Lord and Maſter's cauſe. 
He knew what it was to have fought 
the good fight, and that courageouſly. 
1 remember to have read a beautiful 
2 of a chriſtian warrtor ; he 
muſt, ſays he, have three hearts, rhe

Dear Lady Huntingdon was an old 
ſoldier in Immanuel's cauſe : her gar- 
ments were, as it were, ſtained with 
blood 3 4iid; great as her perſecutions 
were; (particularly at Aſhby- de-lar 
Zouch; where even her life was oft in 
the moſt imminent danger, and in other 
places; as ſhe herſelf has told me, where 
the populace ſhattered almoſt every pane 
of glaſs in her dwelling, while the peo- 
ple were met together to hear of the way 
to life) ſhe remained unſhaken, and was 
never ſuffered to deſert the banner of the 
croſs, but lived and died a noble example 
bak” C for 
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for every one enliſted under the ſame 
banner to follow. 


But we proceed to conſider the chrif- 
tian under the idea of a racer. Every 
one who runs in a race, has ſome pecu- 
liar object in view; and ſo has every 
chriſtian racer: theſe objects are; the 
glory. of God, and the falvation of 
precious and immortal ſouls; and 
with. theſe. great objects in view, he 
experiences the happineſs of having ſe- 
cured the ſalvation of his own ſoul. 
, 1-therefore,”. ſays Paul ip his firſt 
epiſtle to the Corinthians, ch. ix. ves.

When Paul aſſembled the elders 
of Epheſus, he addreſſes himſelf to 
them, in the xxth chapter of the Accs, 
ver. 23, 24: The Holy Ghoſt wit⸗ 
neſſeth that bonds and afflictions abide 
me; but“ (ſays this noble champion 
in the cauſe of God and truth), 10 none 
of theſe things move me: neither count 
1 my life dear unto myſelf, ſo that ] 
might finiſh wy. courſe with joy, 

5 Was 
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Was not this the experience of dear 
Lady Huntingdon? Though, ftriftly © 
ſpeaking, bonds did not await her, 
Every one who had the honor of knows . 
ing her, knew, that fore trials, bitter 


perſecutions and heavy afflictions did; 
but none of theſe moved her; all her 
prayer was to be found faithful in the 
diſcharge of that great truſt God had 
repoſed in her, ſo that ſhe might at 
laſt be enabled to give up her account 
with joy. Hear her own words— 
+ All the little ruffles and difficulties 
e which ſurround me, and all the 
5 pains I am exerciſed with in this 
„ poor body, through mercy, affect 
“not the ſettled peace and joy of f my 
6 fqul.” 


My dear hearers, enquire how have you. 


fan the chriſtia race? Couldyou ſay with 
with 
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her, were you to be called ſoon away, 
«] long to be at home? Happy that 
_ <hriſtian racer who, when he comes to 
cloſe his eyes in death, can ſay, My 
work is done; I am now at the end or 
the race- way, and all is well; I have 
finiſhed my "courſe. 


The apoſtle makes uſe of another 
ſimile in the Words of the text; he 
rakes it from one who has a peculiar 
truſt committed to him, and ſays, «I 
have kept the faith.” I apprehend the 
meaning of the apoſtle to be this 
Timothy my ſon, I tell thee as with 
my dying breath, the time of my de- 
parture is at hand; but, with death in 
my view, I can add, through the riches 
of ſovereign grace, I have neyer de- 
ſerted the ſtandard; I have not be- 


trayed. the truth committed to me; 
8 4 but 
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but have handed them down to poſte- 
rity maugre all oppoſition: the truths 
of the. goſpel which I preached, though 
to the, Jews a fumbling-block and to 
the Greeks fooliſhneſs, vet to the be- 
lieving, among both Jews and-Greeks, 
they have been Chrift the wiſdom of God, 
and Chriſt the power of God. I have 
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remained : ſtedfaſt, dependent upon my 
Maſter; and now J am ready to receive 
the crown. This, might, with pro- 
priety, be the language of that dear 
Lady,. to.-whoſe memory this, hour, is 
ſacred, zealous in. ſpreading, abroad the 
ſavor of Immanuel's name; his cauſe 
and intereſt engaged her attention till 
almoſt her lateſt breath. g

But. we find Paul in his labors 
could mot go all' the way ſmooth; he 
had to complain of ſome who had de- 
10 ſerted 
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ſ-rted'the ſtandard, and this gave the ap6- 
ſtle great grief. Attend'to his lamentable 
complaint, 2 Tim. 4. 10. Demas has 
forſaken me, having loved this preſent 
evil wotld;” and obferve his charge and 
the cauſe of it, 1 Tim. x: 18, 19, 20: 
« This charge (referring to the pre- 
ceding) I commit vhts thee; fon Timo- 
thy, according to the prophecies which 
went before on thee; that thou by them 
mighteſt war a good warfare: holding 
faith and 4 good conſcience; which 
ſome Having put away, concerning 
faith Have made ſhipwreck + of whom 
is Hymeneus and Alexander. My dear 
hear6is, it is the 'chriſtian's privilege to 
keep the faith, to contend earneſtly for 
the faith once delivered unto the faints : 
Remember the alminition, Rev. i. 10.

The apoſtle, in the text, repreſents 
eternal glory under the idea of a crown, 
and a crown of righteouſneſs, which is 
to be given by the righteous Judge to 
all that love and long for the appearing 

of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. Hence we 
may obſerve: the faint is not to have 
his crown here; it is laid up for him: 
but, bleſſed be God, it is ſure; and 
this comforts him under many a heavy 
trial; the language of his ſoul is glory, 
glory be to God; I know this corrup- 
tible ſhall put on incorruption, and this 
mortal ſhall put on immortality : now 
when this corruptible ſhall have put on 
incorruption, and this mortal ſhall have 
put on immortality, then I ſhall ' be

in reſerve , for one ſaint only, No, 
ſays Paul, the crown is not for me 
only, but for all whe love and Jang for 
the appearing of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt,” 
How earneſtly did Lady Huntingdon long 
for] this bleſſed day! how frequently 

uſed the ta exclaim, The coming of the 
Lord draweth nigh! O the coming of 
the Lord draweth nigh !

peculiar requeſt that nothing reſpecting 


her-life, or correſpondencies, might be 


publiſhed ; but, without offending thoſe 
who have the management of her great

God, who had choſen her from all 
eternity to be the, happy and bleſſed 
means of ſpreading and caufing to be 
ſpread abroad the glorious goſpel of 


our Lord Jeſus Chtiſt, was, pleaſed to 


begin at aacearly Prod ito work upon 
her mind, on She, would. often, when a 
child, ſechyde herſelf from the family, 
and ſecrete herſelh in ſome remote place 
to pray unto the Lord, and was un- 
commonly deſirous of attending funeral 
ſolemnities, particularly thoſe of chil- 
dren; and once, when ſtanding by the 
2 


grave 
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Frave of a child, ſhe temembered to have 
prayed the Lord to grant that ſhe might 
die happy. As ſhe attained to years of 
maturity ſhe was zealous in the profeſ- 
fion of religion, but was unacquainted | 
with its power till God was pleaſed to 
lay her upon à bed of affliction ; it was 
then the Lord's time to break in upon 
her ſoul, and to diſcover his pardoning 
love to her heart. While ſhe was thus 
under the afflicting hand of God, it was 
adviſed that two of the moſt. eminent 
dignitaries of the church ſhould attend 
her z but it was as if whiſpered to her 
heart, They will deceive you.” The 
Spirit's power alone was ſufficient to 
break her bonds and- liberate her ſoul ; 
and this was effected. When the Lord 
was pleaſed to reſtore her, ſhe ſent for 
that great man of God, now with her 
in dog, the Rev. Mr. Whitefield, and
